The Hillcrest Hall - built 
in the 1920s and home to 
hundreds of community 
events over the decades - 
was destroyed in a late- 
night fire on Oct. 22.

More than 30 members of 
the Olds, Bowden and 
Innisfail volunteer fire de¬ 
partments responded to the 
mishap. There were no inju¬ 
ries reported. 

The provincial fire inspec¬ 
tor has visited the site. 

Brian Davies, vice presi¬ 
dent of the Hillcrest Commu¬ 
nity Association, said, 

“Like any of these small 
communities that are waxing 
and waning, we were work¬ 
ing to keep this one viable 


and we are hoping we can 
still do that.” 

The hall was insured, but 
not the contents, he said. 

Extensive renovations of 
the hall were undertaken in 
recent years. 

“If it’s going to be re¬ 
built, it’s going to have to 
be a community effort. We 
can’t afford to just phone 
up a construction company 
and have them throw up an¬ 
other building for us,” he 
said.

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Rural Addressing makes emergency response 


more than a guessing game

A new system of rural ad¬ 
dressing adopted by Mountain 
View County (MVC) Council, 
Oct. 22, will give emergency 
response personnel definite 
directions to their intended 
destination, rather than con¬ 
tinue playing the guessing 
game of land location cur¬ 
rently in place. 

Rural addressing will indi¬ 
cate its location by using 
three components: A prefix 
number of Township Road or 
Range Road (TWP RD or RGE 
RD) which intersects with the 
access road to the property; 
a number between one and 80, 
with numbers increasing in 
increments of one to 40 me¬ 
tres for each access location; 
and the actual identification 
number of the road used to 
access the property. 

For example: if your land 
location is southeast 14-33-3- 
W-5 and you access off TWP 
RD 30.2 your address may be 
3126 TWP RD 30.2 (depend¬ 
ing on exact proximity to how 
far west the residence is of 
RGE RD 3.1.) Currently, MVC 
emergency response units get 
to their destination using 
land location and verbal di¬ 
rection, which can be very 
confusing, explained Jayson 
Nelson, Mountain View 
County Sr. Constable. We are 
getting more and more ur¬ 
banized, with more than one 
address per quarter section, 
Nelson told council as he ex¬ 
plained how rural addressing 
will work. Rural addressing 
is more specific and very sys¬ 
tematic. Emergency crews will 
know how to get to someone 
in need of assistance with no 
more questions than their 
address. Members of every 
emergency response crew 
working in this region were 
consulted on this new sys¬ 
tem. A Rural Addressing 
Working Group has been 
meeting since March, at the 
direction of Council, to devise 
an acceptable and under¬ 
standable system of address¬ 
ing: Lyle McKellar, executive 
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director of Mountain View 
Regional Emergency Serv¬ 
ices Commission; Randy 
Gordon, Sundre and District 
Emergency Medical Serv¬ 
ices; Chief John Whitesell, 
Sundre Fire Department; 
Cpl. Conal Archer, Didsbury 
RCMP, Patrick Radford, 
Mountain View County sign 
technician; and Sr. Const. 
Nelson. 

The rural addressing 
working f: oup presented 
their system of choice to 
council for their approval. 
The group used other rural 
addressing systems as the 
basis for their program. 

Currently, Red Deer 
County Council is looking 
at a similar addressing sys¬ 
tem. MVC councillors voted 
unanimously to proceed 
with implementation of this 
program which is expected 
to be completed by Dec. 
2005. 

Council is expected to dis¬ 
cuss a rural addressing by¬ 
law which will be presented 
to them in draft form at 
next month’s meeting which 
could require the use of ru¬ 


ral addressing signs by Dec. 
2005. 

All properties in the county 
have already been identified 
through Global Positioning 
System. A data base will cross 
reference currently land loca¬ 
tion to new identified rural ad¬ 
dresses that will be provided 
to Telus for use in with the 911 
service. 

Right now when someone 
calls 911 their legal land loca¬ 
tion comes up for operator ref¬ 
erence. In the future a specific 
residence address will come 
up, said Nelson. This is even 
more important when dealing 
with multi-lot subdivisions as 
currently a lot block and plan 
and legal land location comes 
up; however, emergency per¬ 
sonnel don’t have access to 
that lot block and plan by map. 
New addresses will logically 
lead them to the residence. 

Total projected costs are 
$500,000, if MVC provides 
signage for every residence. 

Decisions facing Council re¬ 
main whether to cover the to¬ 
tal cost of rural addressing and 
provide signage or let ratepay¬ 
ers supply their own individual 


property signage. 

Some councillors are in fa¬ 
vour of letting ratepayers 
choose their own signage 
that will follow minimum and 
maximum standards. Others 
favour a common sign used 
by everyone that may be more 
visible to emergency response 
crews. 

Either we are all in or all 
out. It must be mandatory, 
said Reeve Ian Harvie. 

Signage should be stand¬ 
ardized, said Councillor Ben 
Penner. The whole purpose is 
for emergency services, I 
think we must standardize to 
make it more visible. 


Councillor Pat James felt 
exactly the opposite: we 
should have a minimum size 
and not specify colour. People 
like to be decorative and as 
long as it is highly visible we 
should stay out of it. 

Nelson said, whatever 
council decides about the type 
of signage is secondary to the 
fact this gets done. 

“The key thing in the rural 
area is we want to make sure 
signs are visible all the time 
and especially at night, said 
Nelson. This is all about emer¬ 
gency services finding the resi¬ 
dents quickly and efficiently, in 
their time of need.

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Didsbury Chamber receives 
Privacy Lesson 


Members of Didsbury’s 
Chamber of Commerce are 
learning first-hand the truth 
behind the old adage “an ounce 
of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure" thanks to a visit they 
had recently from the Prov¬ 
ince’s Privacy Commission. 

Private Sector Leader, 
Elizabeth Denham, spoke to 
Didsbury business owners and 
entrepreneurs at a gathering 
held last Thursday at the train 
station. Among the many top¬ 
ics discussed were those sur¬ 
rounding the new Privacy 
Rules of Alberta and how to 
prevent privacy “spills and ac¬ 
cidents” in the workplace. 

Denham cited several situa¬ 
tions where pertinent personal 
information was leaked 
through misuse of information 
technology (eg. computer tech¬ 
nology) and databases. 

Privacy, according to U.S. 
Supreme Court Justice Louis 
Brandeis, is the “...right to be 
left alone...the most compre¬ 
hensive of rights and the right 
most valued by civilized men.” 

The very right to privacy, 
Denham explained through a 
PowerPoint presentation she 


conducted, is one that over 90 
per cent of Albertans feel is very 
important to keep regulated. To 
this end, the Province is pro¬ 
posing a new Personal Informa¬ 
tion Protection Act - PIPA. 
PIPA received its first reading 
in Legislature on May 14th, 
2003 and is expected to be pro¬ 
claimed January 1st, 2004. “It 
governs collection, use and dis¬ 
closure of personal information 
by organizations in a matter 
that recognizes both the rights 
of individuals and needs of or¬ 
ganizations to collect, use and 
disclose personal information 
for reasonable purposes,” 
Denham detailed in her presen¬ 
tation. 

PIPA also provides a right of 
access to one’s own personal 
information. Such guidelines, 
according to the presentation, 
are important in preventing 
such “leaks” as the one cited 
in 1999. According to Denham, 
that was the year a company 
called “Doubleclick” acquired 
Abacus Direct and its database 
of 88M catalogue shoppers. 
They planned to match this in¬ 
formation about these shop¬ 
pers. Apparently the negative 


publicity and an investigation 
by the FTC caused 
Doubleclick’s stock price to drop 
by $30.00 per share. This is just 
one of the many instances cited 
in Denham’s presentation 
where information was care¬ 
lessly and needlessly divulged to 
the public. 

Prevention of such privacy 
“disasters" can be made possi¬ 
ble by incorporating four basic 
practices in any business opera¬ 
tion: 

1. Establishing an account¬ 
ability structure 

2. Implementing appropriate 
consent models 

3. Reviewing information 
handling and security proce¬ 
dures, and 

4. Establishing right of ac¬ 
cess and complaint procedures 

Education of staff and work¬ 
ers and ensuring proper records 
management is key. Anyone re¬

Man jailed for second drunk driving conviction

Woman punched woman 
in head 

A 19 year-old woman who 
punched another woman out¬ 
side a Caroline bar last winter 
has been handed a suspended 
sentence. 

Chasity Dawn Wyman 
pleaded guilty earlier to a 
charge of assault causing bod¬ 
ily harm. She was sentenced in 
Didsbury provincial court on 
Oct. 20. 

Wyman followed the victim 
as she left the Long Branch 
Saloon on the night of March 
2, 2003, court heard. The ac¬ 
cused walked up to the victim 
and punched her in the head. 
The victim suffered a severe 
gash to her head, requiring 
hospitalization at the Rocky 
Mountain House Hospital. 

The assault happened after 
the victim allegedly tried to kiss 
a married relative of the ac¬ 
cused, court heard. The victim 
missed seven days of work be¬ 
cause of the assault, and suf¬ 
fered more than $500 damage 
to her glasses. The accused 
was drinking at the time of the 
assault, promoting the judge to 
scold her before ordering her 
held in the courthouse jail cell 
for several hours before sen¬ 
tencing. 

“This is a very serious crime. 
It is no excuse whatsoever to 
say I hit you but, gosh, I was 
drunk. Public opinion is very 
worked up and fed up with vio¬ 
lent crime,” the judge said. For 
her part, the accused said the 
assault was “the biggest mis¬ 
take of my life. I know I did 
something wrong, a big thing." 

The judge handed the ac¬ 
cused a 15 month suspended 
sentence, including strict pro¬ 


bation condition. He also or¬ 
dered Wyman to pay $596 res¬ 
titution and to submit a sam¬ 
ple to the national DNA bank. 

Man jailed for second 
drunk driving conviction 

A man charged with drunk 
driving one month after being 
convicted of the same offence 
has been jailed. 

Kari Mitchell Roang, 21, 
pleaded guilty on Oct. 20 to a 
charge of driving with a blood 
alcohol level greater than 80 mg 
per cent, operating a motor ve¬ 
hicle while disqualified, and as¬ 
sault. The accused was arrested 
in Didsbury in April following 
a minor traffic incident, court 
heard. His blood alcohol level 
at the time was 160 mg percent. 
Roang had been convicted of 
drunk driving on March 18 and 
prohibited from driving for one 
year. 

In a separate incident, the 
accused pushed a man into a 
parked car in Didsbury on Sept. 
6, breaking the vehicle’s mir¬ 
ror. Noting alcohol was at the 
root of all the incidents, the 
judge said, “If it wasn’t for al¬ 
cohol, these (court) rooms 
would be largely vacant.” The 
judge ordered the accused jailed 
for 42 days on the drunk driv¬ 
ing and disqualified driving 
charges. On the assault convic¬ 
tion, he handed Roang a nine 
month suspended sentence, in¬ 
cluding strict probation condi¬ 
tions. He also ordered Roang to 
pay $135 restitution to the ve¬ 
hicle owner. 

Man assaulted Olds Col¬ 
lege commissioner 

An Edmonton man who 
struck an Olds College commis¬ 
sioner in the head during a 
drunken confrontation will be 
sentenced in December. 

Aaron Arthur Wilson 


pleaded guilty on Oct. 20 to a 
charge of assault. The accused 
was highly intoxicated when he 
confronted the 59-year-old com¬ 
missioner early on the morning 
of April 3, court heard. The com¬ 
missioner suffered bruising and 
a cut during the incident. 
Wilson will be sentenced on 
Dec. 8. 

Drunk driver fined 

A man arrested after he was 
found parked in a ditch near 
Hwy 22 last month has been 
convicted of drunk driving. 

Jay Vincent Opper, 21, 
pleaded guilty on Oct. 20 to 
charges of driving with a blood 
alcohol level greater than 80 mg 
per cent and possession of a 
controlled substance. Opper 
was arrested on Sept. 24 out¬ 
side Olds. His blood alcohol 
level at the time was 160 mg per 
cent, or two times the legal 
limit, court heard. “This 
(drunk driving) is surely the 
most notorious crime in 
Canada. Everybody knows 
about it but people keep doing 
it,” the judge said. Police also 
found 25 grams of marijuana in 
the man’s vehicle. 

The judge fined the accused 
$700 on the drunk driving 
charge and ordered him not to 
drive for one year. He fined 
Opper $100 on the drug charge. 

Boy broke into shop 

A 16-year-old boy who re¬ 
peatedly broke into a Didsbury- 
area meat processing plant to 
steal money from the till has 
been ordered to complete com¬ 
munity service hours. The boy, 
who cannot be named, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of break and 
enter with intent to commit 
theft. 

On five occasions in Febru¬ 
ary and March 2003, the ac¬ 
cused broke into the shop late 


at night, making off with sev¬ 
eral hundred dollars in total, 
court heard. Following the 
first break-in, a security cam¬ 
era was installed in the store, 
catching the boy on video on 
several subsequent occasions. 

The boy was later spotted on 
a Didsbury street wearing the 
same distinctive clothing worn 
during one of the break-ins. 
Police were immediately called 
and the boy was arrested and 
charged. The judge called the 
break-ins a “dirty, rotten 
crime” committed by “some lit¬ 
tle thief in the night, slinking 
around.” “People are fed up to 
their eyeballs with young 
punks like you. The good peo¬ 
ple of Didsbury are tired of 
sneak thieves like you,” the 
judge said. 

The judge sentenced the boy 
to 12 months probation, or¬ 
dered him to pay $250 restitu¬ 
tion and to complete 40 hours 
community service. 

Girl takes change 

A 13-year-old girl who 
helped herself to her foster par¬ 
ent’s change purse will be sen¬ 
tenced in December. The girl, 
who cannot be named, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of theft un¬ 
der $5,000. 

The foster parent found the 
change, including several in¬ 
ternational coins, in the girl’s 
room after noticing the purse 
missing from her wallet, court 
heard. “This is pretty serious 
stuff, stealing from the people 
who put a roof over your 
head,” the judge said. Saying 
he wanted to see how the girl 
behaves over the next two 
months, the judge adjourned 
sentencing until Dec. 4. 

Accused conspirator 
back in court in March 

An Olds man charged fol¬ 


lowing a police take down in 
Olds on August 2 will be back 
in court in March. Erik Nor¬ 
man Dahl faces charges of as¬ 
sault causing bodily harm, ut¬ 
tering threats to cause bodily 
harm, extortion, and con¬ 
spiracy to commit robbery. 

Dahl has elected to be tried 
by Queen’s Bench Judge alone. 
His preliminary hearing, held 
to determine if there is enough 
evidence to send him to trial, 
will be held in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court on March 15. 

Man jailed following 
fourth drunk driving con¬ 
viction 

A man stopped by police in 
Carstairs after a citizen re¬ 
ported him driving in both 
ditches and across both lanes 
on the Carstairs Blind Line 
road on January 28, 2003 has 
been jailed. 

James Aarsby pleaded guilty 
on August 6 to a charge of driv¬ 
ing with a blood alcohol level 
greater than 80 mg per cent. 
He was sentenced on Oct. 22. 
The accused was arrested as he 
stood outside his car arguing 
with an unnamed woman, 
court heard. His blood alcohol 
level was 250 mg per cent, or 
more than three times the le¬ 
gal limit. 

“He was grossly intoxi¬ 
cated,” the prosecutor told 
Judge M. Delong. It was his 
fourth drunk driving convic¬ 
tion. He was a suspended 
driver at the time of his Janu¬ 
ary arrest. “I’ve got no excuse 
for it whatsoever,” Aarsby told 
the judge. In reply, the judge 
said: “Those who drink and 
drive cause far too many vic¬ 
tims in our society,” the judge 
said. The judge sentenced 
Aarsby to 90 days in jail, plus 
a one year probation.

Learning Commission’s report well written 


that operatinga school division is all 
about educating our children. But it 
is also about running a multi-mil- 
lion dollar complex business and this 
could be done more efficiently and 
effectively with predictable funding. 

Some of the more controversial 
recommendations call for full-time 
kindergarten as well as part-time 
pre-kindergarten classes, presum¬ 
ably to enable earlier child assess¬ 
ment thereby assuring a uniform 
ability to learn. This could be some¬ 
what problematic for some children 
considering the amount of time they 
spend on school buses just getting to 
and from school. Maintain and im¬ 
prove Provincial Achievement tests 
at grade 3, 6 and 9 by ensuring that 
they continue to be used as a sys¬ 
tem-wide check on how well students 
achieve provincial standards; stu¬ 
dents should learn through technol¬ 
ogy, not about technology; establish 
and implement province-wide 
guidelines for class sizes across school 
jurisdictions recognizing that class 
composition should he considered bv 
schools in setting class size. The use 
of pupil-teacher ratios should be re¬ 
placed with measures of class size 
and the range of professional and 
paraprofessional support available 
for classrooms: t he establishment of 
a new collective bargaining model; 
the separation of school Principals 
and Vice-Principals from existing 


union affiliation into a new Council 
of Education Executives. This is 
based on the assumption that often 
school administrators feel they are 
caught in the middle with loyalties 
to their union but also management 
responsibilities; require every school 
to operate as a Professional Learn¬ 
ing Community - something that we 
initiated here in Chinook's Edge two 
years ago - in which the focus is on 
learning, not teaching. It has been 
best described by three questions; 

1. What do we expect students to 
learn? 

2. How will we know if they have 
learned it? 

3. What will we do if they have 
not learned it? We were encouraged 
and gratified to find that there were 
a number of other recommendations 
in the Report that we have already 
implemented as well. Obviously 
educators and school boards across 
the province will be studying this 
report for the next little while be¬ 
fore any positive reaction can be ex¬ 
pected. All in all I believe it is a very 
thorough report and representative 
of the first comprehensive review of 
our education system in the past 30 
years. I'm convinced that we have 
an excellent educational system 
here in Alberta and. depending on 
the degree of implementation of 
this report, it will be that much bet¬ 
ter.

On October 7th the Learning 
Commission released it's long- 
awaited report on the educational 
system in Alberta. Needless to 
say there had been mixed expec¬ 
tations, but once released, the Re¬ 
port was generally well received. 

The title of the Report is 
aptly named - "Every child learns 
- Every child succeeds" since it is 
focused in it's entirety on what's 
best for students. It is based on 
the premise that, as a society, 
education is the most important 
investment we can make. To 
quote the report, "The first and 
only criterion forjudging the suc¬ 
cess of schools and the education 
system should be how well every 
child learns". 

There were 95 Recommenda¬ 
tions of which 9 dealt with money 
issues directly calling for the im¬ 
mediate infusion of dollars to ad¬ 
dress such things as the current 
shortfall in funds to address last 
years arbitrated settlement as 
well as the ongoing operations 
and maintenance of the system. 
It also called for sustainable and 
predictable funding which would 
enable schcxil hoards to more ef¬ 
fectively plan and budget their 
operation. Everyone recognizes

Contract negotiations 
indefinitely delayed

Chinook's Edge School Board will not schedule con¬ 
tract talks with their teachers until after the prov¬ 
ince responds to the report from the Learning Com¬ 
mission. 

Assistant Superintendent Heather Henderson-Hill 
said the Board is waiting for the government’s re¬ 
sponse to see what will be done to improve education 
in this province before they negotiate a new contract. 

“We need to wait because there are a number of 
recommendations within the report that, if the gov¬ 
ernment responds to one way or another, could affect 
our negotiations,” said Henderson-Hill. 

Bob Worsfold, president of the local ATA, said teach¬ 
ers are asking for things recommended in the report. 


“Teachers are looking for improvement 
in classroom conditions, similar to what 
Learning Commission suggested, class 
sizes with a ratio of 17 students per teacher 
from Kindergarten to Grade 3 and class 
composition with accommodations for disa¬ 
bled students,” said Worsfold. “These have 
been in our proposals every year now, for 
the last three contract negotiations.” 

Chinook’s Edge teachers have been 
working without a contract since August. 
Notice to commence bargaining was served 
by the local ATA, May 6. Their first meet¬ 
ing took place June 24. Meetings in Au¬ 
gust and September were cancelled by the 
ATA. They last met September 30.

Notes from Nigeria 


Dear family and friends, 

Here is the second 
installment on our Abuja trip. 

Monday while we were wait¬ 
ing to find out about the passes 
we heard that the games were 
open to the public for free. We 
still felt that we should pursue 
the passes since several people 
had worked hard on our behalf 
to get them. After spending a 
couple hours chasing around 
town and waiting in the sun we 
again gave up and headed to 
the stadium. We stayed there 
passing out tracts and watch¬ 
ing the events until about 7:30. 
We decided to go over to the 
sports complex to see what was 
going on there. There was a 
nice walkway so we took off. 
Well, the trek was much longer 
than it appeared. It was about 
a mile in the sun without any 
shade. We immediately went 
looking for a cool place to sit 
for awhile. What we found was 
a nice tree near the softball and 
baseball fields. As it turned out 
the Nigerian women were play¬ 
ing softball. We didn't even 
know there was a Nigerian 
women’s softball team. As we 
watched for awhile we realized 
that they were quite good. Ni¬ 
geria actually won the game. 
We were all curious to see what 
the men’s baseball team was 
like but they weren’t playing 
until the next day. (They were 
not as good as the women and 
lost the game on Tuesday.) We 
also had a chance to see field 
hockey, weight lifting (wom¬ 
en’s), tennis and volleyball. By 
the time we had trekked back 
to the car that evening we were 
all tired and hungry. After a 
stop to pick up dinner we 
headed back to the guest house 
and made it a fairly early night. 


We decided we could start a 
little later on Tuesday so didn’t 
plan to go to the stadium until 
about 10:00. Again we spent 
about an hour trying to chase 
down the passes. At this point 
we were only getting them for 
their novelty value - a good re¬ 
membrance of the games. I 
mostly watched volleyball and 
weight lifting on Tuesday. Both 
were inside and in semi-air-con- 
ditioned buildings. By late af¬ 
ternoon the volleyball games 
were running about an hour 
later then scheduled but we had 
seen some great games. Several 
matches had gone to 4 or 5 
games pushing the ending time 
later than expected. The Nige¬ 
rian women were to play at 6:00 
but were of course late. Their 
match went to at least 4 games 
so the men's game was even 
later starting. The Nigerian 
men lost their first two games 
and we were wondering why we 
had stayed to watch them. It 
was now after 9:00 and we 
hadn’t had dinner. We decided 
we would stay and watch them 
lose and then go get dinner. But 
they won the third game. And 
then the fourth. By that time, 
even as tired and hungry as we 
were, none of us wanted to 
leave. The 5th and final game 
was very close with both teams 
accumulating points back and 
forth. Finally, at about 10:30 
Nigeria managed to get the two 
point lead needed to win the 
game. What amazed me were 
some of the Nigerian fans. 
There weren’t a huge number 
of people there but what they 
lacked in number they made up 
for in enthusiasm and volume. 
They came with drums and 
other traditional instruments 
and danced and played the

whole time the Nigerian teams 
were playing. For three hours 
or more some people danced in 
the stands. When Nigeria won. 
the whole group of them danced 
around the inside of the build¬ 
ing, waving the Nigerian flag. 

By the time we got back to 
the van and made our way back 
into the center of town it was 
after 11:00 and all the restau¬ 
rants we knew about were 
closed. We were all tired and 
very hungry by this time. We 
finally found a place that was 
open and ordered take away 
Lebanese food. It was after mid¬ 
night before we got back to t he 
guest house to eat. And then 
the food was quite spicy. Not a 
good thing for me to eat just 
before I fell exhausted into bed. 


My stomach was still a bit up¬ 
set the next morning. 

We had decided we would not 
go to the sports complex until 
about noon on Wednesday since 
there wasn’t much going on. 
Lewis, the man who, with his 
wife, runs the guest house, in¬ 
formed us that we could finally 
get the passes. We just needed 
to go to the credentials center 
at the Hilton that morning. So 
we were off again for one more 
try. It took about an hour and 
a half to get all the passes made 
but we did get them. Since the 
people helping to get them for 
us were doctors, we all got 
passes that said we were medi¬ 
cal staff. We all just hoped that 
no one would look at them 
closely or get hurt around us 


as we really would not know 
what to do if there was a real 
medical problem. 

By this time we were very 
limited in the kind of tracts we 
had left to hand out. With only 
HIV-AIDS tracts left and mostly 
one that was titled, "How safe 
are condoms?” the girls felt 
uncomfortable giving them to 
the mostly male audience at the 
games. The girls in our group 
had decided that they really 
liked the Egyptian women’s 
volleyball team. We found a 
great place to get deli type sand¬ 
wiches - a new place for me. We 
hit a big traffic jam and didn’t 
make it back to the sports 
center until after the first of the 
games.

It’s Halloween and by sheer luck, I have a ghost story! 

Our daughter Kirsten is Executive Director of the 
Legal Archives Society of Alberta. Legal Archives’ man¬ 
date is to preserve and promote the history of law and 
society in Alberta. Toward this end they collect and pre¬ 
serve the records of judges, lawyers and legal organiza¬ 
tions. The records are largely biographical and research¬ 
ers local and international, use Legal Archives for thea¬ 
tre, films, biographies and genealogical research. Every 
year Kirsten and her staff arrange promotional dinners 
in Edmonton and Calgary in order to increase aware¬ 
ness of the Society within the legal profession. Speakers 
at these dinners have to be bright, funny, and have 
knowledge of the Judicial System. This year the speaker 
was Judge (Sheriff) Irvine Smith who lives near Glas¬ 
gow Scotland. Judge Smith arrived in Calgary on Satur¬ 
day, needed Sunday to recover from jet lag and on Mon¬ 
day was our guest at Thanksgiving dinner. The Judge is 
delightful, beautifully groomed, lovely manners and a 
born Story Teller. His home is on an Island in the Firth 
of Clyde. His house was built in the 1600s during the 
time of Cromwell and that’s where the Ghost Story con¬ 
tinues to unfold. 

Judge Smith and his wife have three children. Each 
child began his or her life in a Nursery near the parents 
room but at about the age of three, when the next baby 
needed the nursery, the three year old moved into a proper 
bedroom a bit further down the hall and in a part of the 
house that had once been the Manse. The first little girl 
had only been in her bedroom for a few days when she 
began talking about the ladies and gentlemen in “funny” 
clothes. She said that the ladies were in her room and 
the men were fighting outside her window. Some of them 
had big knives and sometimes they fell in a deep hole. 
This was in about 1967 so the little girl was well aware 
of TV and Movies and she was no more afraid of the 
ladies and gentlemen than she would have been by a TV 
show. Judge Smith knew that an ancient well had been 
outside the window but it had been filled in long ago 
and until now no one had suggested that it held any¬ 
thing but rocks and earth so he has no plans to dig it 
out. As the child was not at all upset they downplayed 
the story and soon the next child, a boy, reached an age 
to move into the Manse rooms. 

He had only been there for a few days when he be¬ 
came obsessed with swords. He loved swords, he wanted 
one of his own and using whatever was at hand he struck 
the proper pose and did a fair imitation of a swordsman. 
“This is what the men in funny clothes do,” he told his 
parents. He was not frightened either and no one else 
had ever reported ghosts in the Manse rooms so life went 
on. 

The third child, a girl, was much more imaginative 
and sensitive than her siblings and she did not like her 
new bedroom. “There are men fighting,” she told her 
mom, “they are cutting each other with swords, the la¬ 
dies scream and a very bad man cut a lady on the leg 
and there was blood.” They let her continue in the Nurs- 
er y. 

Soon after this the family had an outing to The Tower 
of London and as they walked through the various ex¬ 
hibits they came upon a display of armour from 
Cromwell’s period, the Civil War of 1653-8. “Look 
mommy,” the littlest child called excitedly, “here are the 
clothes that the bad man wore when he cut the lady’s 
leg.” 

The Judge has invited us to visit, if ever we are in 
Scotland, and I would love to go. But I don’t think I 
would want to sleep in a room in the old Manse. Happy 
Halloween.

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When diet and exercise aren’t enough 


Even if you follow a 
healthy diet and exercise on 
a regular basis, you may still 
have high cholesterol. There 
are several uncontrollable fac¬ 
tors that may increase your 
chance of developing high 
cholesterol, including family 
history, age and race. But 
don’t be discouraged; there 
are several treatment options 
available to help you take 
charge of your cholesterol 
when diet and exercise are not 
enough. 

Understanding choles¬ 
terol: Cholesterol levels are 
measured with four factors: 1. 

I Total blood cholesterol; 2. 

Low-density lipoprotein 
(LDL) cholesterol; 3. High 
density-lipoprotein (HDL); 
and 4. Triglycerides (another 
type of fat in the blood). 

LDL is considered “bad” 
cholesterol because, in excess, 
it can clog arteries, HDL, on 
the other hand, is considered 
“good” cholesterol because it 
helps clean fat and bad cho¬ 
lesterol from the arteries. 

An easy way to remember 

Asthma 
Manage¬ 
ment in 
the 

Classroom 

Now that most children are 
settled into their new class¬ 
rooms with their new teach¬ 
ers, it’s important to remem¬ 
ber to educate the school about 
your child’s asthma. Commu¬ 
nication between the school 
and home will go a long way 
toward preventing future 
medical visits. 

Asthma is the leading rea¬ 
son children are hospitalized 
in Alberta. This chronic res¬ 
piratory disease occurs in ap¬ 
proximately 15 to 20 percent 
of the chilhood population and 
accounts for one quarter of 
school absentism. Although it 
can be a harrowing experience 
for some families, asthma can 
be controlled. 

Here is a checklist of infor¬ 
mation that parents should 
provide to the school and 
classroom teacher, revised an¬ 
nually as your child’s asthma 
can change: Child’s name, 
current photo, current grade 
and class; Emergency contact 
names and phone numbers 
where you can be reached dur¬ 
ing school hours; Asthma 
medication instructions, par¬ 
ticularly the emergency treat¬ 
ments; Specific instructions to 
be followed should the child 
have an asthma episode; What 
can cause your child to have 
breathing difficulties; What 
the warning signs and symp¬ 
toms are for your child. 


the difference is the “L” in 
LDL is for lousy and the “H” 
in HDL is for healthy. You 
should be aiming for your 
lousy cholesterol to be low 
and your healthy cholesterol 
to be high. 

High cholesterol, if left un¬ 
treated, can cause a gradual 
build-up of plaque on blood 
vessel walls, and may lead to 
serious problems, such as 
heart attacks and strokes. 
The good news is that high 
cholesterol can be managed 
through appropriate lifestyle 
choices, and medication when 
necessary. 

Screening criteria for 
high cholesterol: Early de¬ 
tection and treatment is im¬ 
perative to the management of 
high cholesterol. You should 
start by checking for a fam¬ 
ily history of high cholesterol 
and heart disease; this in¬ 
cludes your mother, father, 
siblings or grandparents. A 
family history means you are 
more likely to develop high 
cholesterol, and if this is the 
case, you should speak with 
your physician about having 
a cholesterol test. 


There are other factors, in 
addition to family history, 
that can contribute to high 
cholesterol, such as if you are 
a man over the age of 40 or a 
women over the age of 50, if 
you have heart disease or dia¬ 
betes. However, there are life¬ 
style habits that people can 
modify to reduce their 
chances of developing high 
cholesterol, such as being 
physically active, losing 
weight, quitting smoking, 
lowering your blood pressure, 
and eating a healthy diet. 

What can be done about 
high cholesterol: When 
learning to manage choles¬ 
terol, it is important to un¬ 
derstand that only 20 per cent 
of cholesterol comes from the 
food you eat. Lifestyle changes 
may not be enough. For some 
people medication is required 
such as statins, bile acid 
sequestrants and fibre acids. 
The most commonly pre¬ 
scribed medications to lower 
cholesterol levels are statins, 
which work by restricting the 
liver’s production of choles¬ 
terol. 

Statin therapy can reduce

As the colourful leaves 
on the trees indicate, we 
are well into fall and 
headed toward the next 
dreaded season - winter! 
Oops - that’s almost a 
curse word isn’t it? 

On the evening of Sep¬ 
tember 24 we were fortu¬ 
nate to have two gentle¬ 
men from Olds bring down 


Grains and roughages 
have varying shelf lives 
depending on how they 
were harvested, processed 
and stored. "Becoming fa¬ 
miliar with how certain 
processes affect livestock 
feeds will enable produc¬ 
ers to retain quality and 
palatability from these 
feeds," says Susan 
Markus, beef specialist, 
Alberta Agriculture Food 
and Rural Development, 
Ag-lnfo Centre, Stettler. 
"Being aware of proper 
storage conditions and 
recommended shelf life 
will also help reduce 
waste when feeding live¬ 
stock." 

"First off, grains and 
oilseeds vary in fat con¬ 
tent which ultimately im¬ 
pacts storage life. If 
higher-fat-containing 
oilseeds like canola, flax 
and sunflower seeds are 
cracked or rolled they 
may go rancid if not used 
up within a reasonable 
time," she says. "On the 
other hand, barley, peas 
and wheat have a rela¬ 
tively low fat level (1.5 per 
cent) compared to oats 
(3.5 per cent),, which 
means a longer storage 
life." 

In the summer, high 
fat processed grains like 
oats can be stored for up 
to three weeks in warmer 
temperatures and up to 
four months when it is 
cooler. Because of the 
high fat content in oats, 
warmer temperatures can 
cause the product to go 
rancid. 

Processed low-fat 
grains (barley, wheat and 
peas) can be stored for up 
to three months in the 
summer and up to six 
months in the fall and 
winter. Nutrient quality 
loss is not significant 
with the longer storage 
but the feed becomes less 
palatable to livestock so 
they may eat less. As a 
result, their performance 
may suffer. 

Markus says that the 
way the feed was proc¬ 
essed has a significant ef¬ 
fect on its shelf life. 
"Rolled or cracked grains 
have a decreased storage 
life compared to whole 
grains. As more surface 
area is exposed to the ele¬ 
ments and changes in 
temperature and humid¬ 
ity, storage life decreases. 

Heat-treated feeds, like 
pelleted grains or other 
by-products, will have a 
longer storage life as the 
heating process kills 
some of the bacteria. Ex¬ 
pect at least three months 
and up to six months of 
storage from any heated 


pellet. When pelleting 
feeds, they are broken 
into smaller pieces and 
mixed with other ingredi¬ 
ents. This dilution effect 
can help increase storage 
life by up to double that 
of a comparable single 
type of rolled grain." 

Tempering or steam 
rolling (the addition of 
water or steam) aids in 
the processing of grains 
of different sizes and re¬ 
duces dust. However, 
since the process in¬ 
creases the moisture con¬ 
tent by four to eight per 
cent, storage times must 
be less than one to two 
days to minimize heating 
and spoilage. 

If the moisture content 
of a mixture of tub- 
ground feed exceeds 15 
per cent it should be fed 
within a few days to avoid 
heating and digestive up¬ 
sets, notes Markus. High- 
moisture grain and silage 
must be fed within a day 
or two of leaving their 
storage facility as these 
feeds tend to mold quickly 
if left in feeders. 

Anhydrous ammonia 
treatment on roughages 
acts as a preservative and 
helps to prevent overheat¬ 
ing as bacteria and molds 
are destroyed. This treat¬ 
ment not only increases 
feed quality, it also length¬ 
ens the storage life of 
these high-moisture bales 
by up to six months. 

"Large round hay 
bales can lose a signifi¬ 
cant portion of dry mat¬ 
ter within the first year. 
Uncovered forage stacks 
can lose up to 30 per cent 
dry matter (DM) whereas 
covered stacks may lose 
between 5 and 15 per cent 
DM," says Markus. "How 
bales are harvested, han¬ 
dled and the amount of 
rain or moisture they re¬ 
ceive can affect optimum 
storage life. In the case of 
forage, quality losses 
(protein and energy con¬ 
tent) do occur over time. 
Vitamins in cut hay can 
be viable up to 60 days 
post-harvest; however lit¬ 
tle remains after that pe¬ 
riod. This situation is dif¬ 
ferent from silages where 
the ensiling process 
renders vitamins ineffi¬ 
cient." 

Round bale silage 
should be fed within six 
months to a year of being 
harvested. Properly 
packed and sealed pit si¬ 
lage can be stored for up 
to two to three years with 
minimal quality losses. 
However, initial quality 
and moisture content at 
harvest will affect length 
of storage.

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Time to check smoke alarm batteries 

Cheeking tour families smoke alarm batteries could sate their llres 


According to a re¬ 
cent survey of Cana¬ 
dian homeowners un¬ 
dertaken by the Cana¬ 
dian Association of 
Fire Chiefs and 
Duracell Canada, only 
26% of Canadians will 
make the effort. 

"We communicate 
this message twice a 
year, and we’ve been 
saying it for almost 
thirty years, but some 
people just don't get

ies in roughly three out 
of five serious fires 
that they respond to... 
too often, situations 
involving significant 
property loss, personal 
injury, or death.

Alberta Agriculture 
Minister issues 
statement to cattle 
industry

tember 1. 2003 inventory. 

Both these programs 
will require a herd regis¬ 
tration process. Registra¬ 
tion forms for the May 20 
fed cattle inventory will 
be available late Friday, 
October 10 on Ropin' 

the Web at 

www.agric.gov.ab.ca or 
in rural MLA offices next 
week. Registration forms 
for the September 1 mar¬ 
ket-ready (cull) inven¬ 
tory will be available 
next week. Completed 
forms can be dropped off 
at AFSC offices across 
the province. 

Details of these assist¬ 
ance programs also will 
be announced soon, fol¬ 
lowing continued consul¬ 
tation with our cattle in¬ 
dustry and negotiations 
with other provinces and 
the federal government 
on program participa¬ 


tion. These programs, as 
well as the cash advances 
now available under an in¬ 
terim Canadian Agricul¬ 
tural Income Stabilization 
(CAIS) Program, will pro¬ 
vide eligible Alberta pro¬ 
ducers with the support 
they need to weather ex¬ 
traordinary market cir¬ 
cumstances.

ensure they are fully 
powered and working 
around the clock.” 

“As the Fire Chiefs 
say, it’s just common 
sense.” 

Battery-operated 
smoke alarms have 
been widely available 
since the early 1970s, 
says the CAFC, and in 


that time they have 
saved several thousand 
lives and several mil¬ 
lion dollars in property 
that was not destroyed. 
Carbon monoxide 
alarms first became 
consumer items about 
a decade ago, and they 
too have prevented 
death or serious injury 
in homes right across 
Canada. It’s estimated 
that over 90% of Cana¬ 


dian homes contain at 
least one smoke alarm, 
and over 40% of homes 
have at least one CO 
alarm. 

“We can all be for¬ 
getful and even some¬ 
times lazy,” says Chief 
Kelly. “But it takes five 
minutes twice a year, 
to provide at least six 
months of peace-of- 
mind.”

Protecting Alberta's habitat together 

The parkland region - a great swath of aspen grassland cutting across the province 
between Red Deer and Edmonton and the Saskatchewan border - provides vital habitat 
for waterfowl, white-tailed deer, and several endangered species, yet only about 10 per 
cent of its native vegetation remains. The rest has been ploughed under or lost to 
industrial and residential development. 

What's left of this habitat cannot be protected well unless everyone with a stake in 
its future works together. That's why the petroleum industry, in partnership with many 
environmental associations and government agencies, is committed to the Parkland 
Natural Region Inventory and GIS Mapping project. 

The project identifies each habitat by location, size and ownership, and then maps 
them using sophisticated technology. This allows vegetation, wildlife populations, water 
bodies, municipal boundaries and more than four dozen other kinds of information to 
be plotted on separate map 'layers'. Those layers can then be combined as needed to 
simplify planning and resource management. Nearly all of the inventorying and 
mapping of the vegetation is complete. 

Alberta Sustainable Resource Development oversees the project partnership. It brings 
together the Canadian Association of Petroleum Producers, Petroleum Technology 
Alliance Canada, Alberta Conservation Association, North American Waterfowl Manage¬ 
ment Plan/Ducks Unlimited Canada, Canadian Wildlife Service, Nature Conservancy of 
Canada and Alberta Research Council. All will have access to the study data to help 
with their own planning. 

Ron Bjorge, Sustainable Resource Development’s Head of Wildlife Management for the 
Southeast Region, Prairies and Parkland, is the project coordinator. "Everyone involved 
is very interested in the native vegetation that remains. It is important in 
terms of its natural values, its economic benefits, and its 

aesthetic qualities. With a comprehensive knowledge 
, of the landscape, we are all in a much better 

position to identify sensitive areas and plan 
‘ accordingly so that they are conserved." 

Aspen occupies the majority of woodcuts 
in Alberta and it is important for industry and 


environmental associations to understand 
the management and value of this 
tree species. 


Classroom with a canopy 

Teaching kids about the environment is something the petroleum industry is doing in 
communities all over Alberta. 

Companies like ConocoPhillips Canada, Shell Canada, Murphy Oil, Petro-Canada, and 
TransCanada have forged strong relationships with groups such as the not-for-profit 
Tree Canada Foundation.

Grounds program. This program uses trees to beautify the school grounds, filter green 
house gas emissions from the air, provide shade for children, and create an outdoor 
classroom in which the kids can study trees and the wildlife. With the help of energy 
companies, the Tree Canada Foundation has planted more than SO million trees from 
coast to coast. 

ConocoPhillips Canada has been a Tree Canada sponsor for years now, working in 
rural communities like Brooks and Big Valley. The company's support for the schoolyard 
program is only one of its many initiatives aimed at educating children about wise 
environmental action. 

"This is grassroots environmental education," says Donna Rubenstein, Manager of 
Sustainable Development at ConocoPhillips. "It creates a foundation for positive 
change among the next generation.”

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QUESTION: Do you think a child should be required to say 
“thank you” and “please” around the house? 

DR. DOBSON: I sure do. Requiring these phrases is one 
method of reminding the child that his is not a “gimme-gimme” 
world. Even though his mother is cooking for him and buying for 
him and giving to him, he must assume a few attitudinal respon¬ 
sibilities in return. Appreciation must be taught, and this in¬ 
structional process begins with fundamental politeness at home. 




QUESTION: My 7-year-old son has recently begun demon¬ 
strating some rather cruel behavior toward animals. We’ve caught 
him doing some pretty awful things to neighborhood dogs and 
cats. Of course, we punished him, but I wonder if there is any¬ 
thing more to be concerned about? 

DR. DOBSON: Cruelty to animals is often a symptom of seri¬ 
ous psychological dysfunction to be evaluated by a professional. 
Typically, children who do such things are not just going through 
a phase. It should be seen as a warning sign of possible persistent 
emotional problems. It also appears to be associated with sexual 
abuse in childhood. I don’t want to alarm you or overstate the 
case, but adults committed to a life of violent crime were often 
cruel to animals in their childhood. This fact was verified in a 
recent study by the American Humane Association. I suggest that 
you take your son to a psychologist or other behavioral special¬ 
ist who can evaluate his mental health. And by all means, do not 
tolerate unkindness to animals. 

** ** »* 

QUESTION: I’ve heard that attention deficit disorder (ADD) 
is controversial and that it may not even exist. You obviously 
disagree and believe that ADD does exist. 

DR. DOBSON: Yes, I disagree, although the disorder has be¬ 
come faddish and it tends to be overdiagnosed. But when a child 
actually has this problem, I assure you his or her parents and 
teachers don’t have to be convinced. 

** »* ** 

QUESTION: What does behavioral research tell us about the 
best way to raise children? Have scientific studies spelled out 
what works and what doesn’t, especially regarding how to disci¬ 
pline properly? 

DR. DOBSON: My answer may sound like heresy coming 
from a man who spent 10 years of his life as a professor of 
pediatrics, responsible for medical and behavioral research, but I 
don’t believe the scientific community is capable of determining 
the best parenting techniques. There have been some worthwhile 
studies, to be sure, but the subject of discipline almost defies de¬ 
finitive investigation. Why? Because the only way to study this 
topic scientifically would be to place newborns randomly in “per¬ 
missive” vs. “disciplined” families, and then keep them under 
close observation for 10 or 15 years. Since it is impossible to do 
that, researchers have tried to tease out information where they 
could find it. But family relationships are so multidimensional 
and complicated that they almost defy rigorous scrutiny. Indeed, 
most of the studies reported are scientifically useless. For exam¬ 
ple, Dr. David Larson, psychiatrist and formerly a researcher at 
the National Institutes of Health, reviewed 132 articles in profes¬ 
sional journals that purported to investigate the long-term con¬ 
sequences of corporal punishment. He found most of them flawed 
in design. Ninety percent of the studies failed to distinguish be¬ 
tween good homes where spanking was administered by loving 
parents, and those bordering on (or actually inflicting) child abuse. 
This distinction is critical for obvious reasons. Dr. Larson con¬ 
cluded that the findings were invalidated by this failure to con¬ 
sider the overall health of family relationships. To repeat, the 
consequences of various approaches to parental discipline appear 
to be beyond the reach of social research. It is simply not possible 
to study this complex subject scientifically without warping fami¬ 
lies to set up the research design. Even if such studies were con¬ 
ducted, the researchers would be studying contrived families — 
not typical parent/child relationships.

Mountain View County 
rural residents will continue 
to be offered rural garbage 
bins as an option for gar¬ 
bage disposal, but at a 
higher cost. 

Mountain View Regional 
Waste Management Commis¬ 
sion (MVRWMC) rural bins 
will be offered on a cost re¬ 
covery basis. 

Rates which used to range 
between $8 and $25, per 
month for pickup, will now 
be $40 plus a $12 rental fee 
for the bins. 

The commission deter¬ 
mined their cost by looking 
at what private industry 
charges for this service and 
what MVRWMC costs are 
expected to be. 

“We just couldn’t con¬ 
tinue doing it at that $8 
cost,” said MVRWMC in¬ 
terim CAO Brian Austrom. 

“We have surveyed cus¬ 
tomers and the response has 
been mixed. Some will con¬ 
tinue to use the program 
others will not.” 

Paying for this service 
will still justify the conven¬ 
ience it offers, he said. 

“It is a convenience. Some 
people want to pay for it, 
others don’t,” said Austrom. 

There are 268 customers 
using this service in Moun¬ 
tain View County. A waiting 
list currently contains more 
than 70 names. 

Cost increases will begin 
a month after people are no¬ 
tified.

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Electronic health record helps keep patients safe 


Alberta has launched a new 
era of patient care with the 
implementation of the prov¬ 
ince's Electronic Health 
Record, the first of its kind in 
Canada. 

The Alberta Electronic 
Health Record is a province¬ 
wide clinice’ nealth information 
system that links physicians, 
pharmacists, hospitals, home 
care and other providers across 
the province. The record stores 
pertinent patient information 
on-line so that health care pro¬ 
viders may access a patient’s 
prescription history, allergies 
and laboratory test results im¬ 
mediately on-line, via computer. 


The result is more accurate di¬ 
agnosis and treatment for bet¬ 
ter, safer patient care. 

"This is an excellent exam¬ 
ple of how made-in-Alberta so¬ 
lutions are changing the face 
of health care for all Canadi¬ 
ans,” said Premier Ralph Klein. 
"The work we have accom¬ 
plished on electronic health 
records, and the partnerships 
we have established, form the 
model for other provinces to 
follow." 

"Physicians and health care 
providers now have access to 
important patient information 
when and where they need it," 
said Gary Mar, Minister of 


Health and Wellness. "This in¬ 
novative tool will assist Alber¬ 
ta's health care professionals in 
providing the best possible care 
for their patients. " 

"This new record allows phy¬ 
sicians to quickly check for a 
patient's vital information to 
assist with diagnosis or avoid 
conflicting prescriptions. For 
example, even though a patient 
is delivered unconscious to an 
emergency room, doctors can 
use the record to quickly obtain 
lifesaving information," said Dr. 
Brendan Bunting, president of 
the Alberta Medical Associa¬ 
tion.

Alberta Electronic Health 
Record follows the highest on¬ 
line security standards in the 
world.

The record is a collaboration 
among the Alberta government 
and health care stakeholders 
including physicians, pharma¬ 
cists, regional health authori¬ 
ties, Alberta SuperNet, IBM 
Canada, and Canada Health 
Info way. 

In line with its mission to 
foster the development of com¬ 
patible Electronic Health 
Record systems across Canada, 
Canada Health Infoway is in¬ 
vesting in the implementation 
of the drug information compo¬ 


nent of Alberta's EHR. "I am 
proud that this made-in-Alberta 
solution will benefit from our 
investment support to ensure 
it can be replicated by other 
provinces and territories across 
Canada. This is a hallmark of 
how Infoway works - to invest

Alberta Health and Wellness 
spent $59 million to develop the 
Alberta Electronic Health 
Record, including its implemen¬ 
tation up to spring 2004. It is 
expected all Alberta health re¬ 
gions, one-third of physicians' 
offices, and half of all pharma¬ 
cies will be using electronic 
health records by spring 2004. 


By 2011, Canada will have 
more than 1.3 million citizens 
over the age of 80. As Cana¬ 
da’s aging population contin¬ 
ues to grow, many families are 
facing the ‘sandwich situa¬ 
tion,’ having to care both for 
aging relatives and for young 
children. 

Talking to senior rela¬ 
tives about housing can be dif¬ 
ficult for both families and sen¬ 
iors.

The top ten things families 
should consider when discuss¬ 
ing a change in housing ar¬ 
rangements for a senior rela¬ 
tive, as outlined by The Care 
Guide, online at http:// 
www.thecareguide.com are: 

1. Focus on the senior’s 
comfort and not the impact on 
the family. 

2. Keep emotion out of the 
process as much as possible. 
Do your research and be pre¬ 
pared; stick to facts and prac¬ 


ticalities. 

3. Bring a trusted, objective 
third-party into the discussion 
to moderate, such as a health 
care professional, a religious 
figure or community care case 
worker. 

4. Don’t hold the conversa¬ 
tion after some kind of an ‘in¬ 
cident’ as emotions tend to be 
high. Choose an appropriate 
time and a neutral location. 

5. Designate one family 
member as the ‘point person’ 
for the discussions and for fol¬ 
low-up action that needs to be 
taken. Select someone who has 
a strong, stable relationship 
with the person in question. 

6. Keep in mind that this is 
a frightening and disorienting 
experience for many seniors. Be 
clear on your objectives, be pa¬ 
tient and do your best not to 
argue or make justifications.

Take time outs if necessary. 

7. Develop a personal list of 
wants and needs on both sides 
so that the best housing option 
fit can be analyzed. Make a list 
of all possible outcomes and 
compare the pros and cons of 
each. 

8. Do a cost analysis and 
research two or three resi¬ 
dences you feel may best suit 
your senior relative’s needs 
that are within the budget. 

9. Consider suggesting 
short-term, overnight trial- 
stays at residences of interest 
as a way to “test the waters”. 

10. Focus on the quality of 
your future relationship with 
your senior relative. Remind 
them that you have their best 
interest at heart.

Trick-or-Treaters are best 
advised to plan their evening of 
fun carefully this Friday in or¬ 
der to leave enough time to 
check out what will be the fi¬ 
nal showing of the Haunted 
Barn at the Mullen farm just 
northeast of town. 

After nearly 20 years of 
ghoulishly good fun and excel¬ 
lent fundraising, the infamous 
Halloween destination will 
close its doors once and for all 
after October 31st.

neer, Murray Feiek, who notes 
that typical rinks can be 
plagued with problems: they 
don’t fill properly, ice is too thin 
in some spots and non-existent 
in others, the backyard floods. 
“It can be a big disappointment 
for everyone, especially the 
kids.” 

Feick’s rink, which he per¬ 


fected over the course of two 
winters, uses materials that 
can be easily purchased at 
many hardware or home im¬ 
provement stores. It uses a 
floating tube principle similar 
to the increasingly popular 
self-supporting swimming 
pools. With a tarp and corru¬ 
gated pipe as the main compo¬ 
nents, this rink adapts to non¬ 
level yards, provides a rink bor¬ 
der that’s safe for kids and re¬ 
mains level as water fills the 


rink. The rink’s curved corners 
keep the puck moving (and 
keeps the puck on the ice). Dur¬ 
ing mild weather, the border 
maintains the rink’s shape or 
integrity. And once the rink 
materials are purchased, they 
can be re-used, year after year. 
“For families,” notes Feick, 
“that investment can mean 
hours of skating for the kids, 
fresh air and exercise for the 
family, a great way to spend time 
with friends.”
